ÎHE ROYALMILITARY COLL'.GE OF C\NA0\ 

rpHERE aro few national institutions 
JL of more valuo and interest to the 
country than tho Royal Military College 
of' Canada. Notwithstanding thin. Its 
object and the work It Is accomplishing 
are not sufficiently understood by the 
general public. 

The Collego is a Government institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instruction In all branches of 
military scloncoto cadets and otllcers of 
the Canadian 'Militia. In fact, It corres- 
ponds to Woolwich and .Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military in- 
■triictors. are all officers on the active 
list of the Imperial army, lent for the 
purpose, and there Is In addition a com- 
plete staff of professors for the civil 
subjects which form such un important 
partof the College course. Medical at- 
tendance Is also provided. 

Whllnt the College Is organized on a 
strictly military basis the cadets receive 
a practical and scientific training in 
subjects essential to a sound modern 
education. 

The course Includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil Engi- 
neering, Surveying, 1'hyslcs, Chemistry, 
§ French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
i College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and, in addition, the 
constant practice of yymnastlcs, drills 
; and outdoor cxerclscn of all kinds, en- 
sures health and excellent physical con- 
dition. 

Commissions in nil branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

;The diploma of graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting tho 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by the Regulations of tho 
Law Society of Ontario, it obtains the 
same exemptions as a h a. degree. 

The length of tho course Is' three 
years, In three terms of 0',i months 
g each. 

The total cost of the course, Includ- 
ing board, uniform. Instructional ma- 
; terlal, and all extras, Is about $800. 

The annual competltlfo examination 
for admission to the College, takes place 
In May of each year, at the heudquar- 
Ure of the several military districts.

Brussels, Belgium, February — a 
definite settlement was reached to-day 
of the claims of the three daughters of 
the late King Leopold In connection 
with the property left by him. A nhort 
time ago they unsuccessfully sued the 
Government for the entire Congo pro- 
perty, valued at nearly J] 1,000.000, 
afterward the state recognized that 
they were entitled to some compensa- 
tion, and made them an offer which 
they accepted. 

Princess I^juIso signed an agreement 
to this effect to-day, and her sisters. 
Princess Clementine and Princess 
Stephanie will sign it this week, ft 
must then be submitted to the Belgian 
Parliament for ratification, utter which 
the money will bo distributed among 
the Prlnces'CH and the creditors of 
Princess Louise.

HIS INTEREST IN JOURNALISM. 

Sir Wilfrid was admitted . to the 
Dim- of the Prqvlnce of Quebec. In 
IStil, and took up tho legal office 

work of Mederle Lanctof. U Is 
significant ,to note that while Lnnc- 
tot with his paper "L'IJnlon Na- 
tionale," was fighting ngnlpst Con- 
federation of Canada, Sir Wjlfrld 
was buplly, engaged in his law prac- 
tice. 

The yenr 1866 saw Sir Wilfrid 
leavo Montreal for Arthahnsko. whore 
he tried his hand at Eric Dorlon's 
— called ,'1'enfant terrible — paper 
"Le Défricheur"; and, though Sir 
Wilfrid advocated tho need of col- 
nnlzutlon— thus . showing a commend- 
able foresight — tho paper submitted 
to the will of the guardians of the 
community and was withdrawn from 
circulation.

The memory of tho name of a 
political hero vivifies the animated:

1'a.rlez-nous de lui."

' HIS SELF-PREPARATION. 
Oh ye students of McGlil heark- 
en unto this! tilvo car that ye 
may do likewise! What esti- 
mate lints been given of Sir Wil- 
frid whilst at McGlil Senator L. 
O. David, In his hook, "Laurier et 
son Temps." answers this query as 
follows: 

"'The rountluc of his student days 
was wise, modest, studious and 
sober. He employed his leisure 
moments, that Is to say, as many 
as he could snatch away from his 
office duties , 
office and university work, in reading 
In studying literature and greal 
speeches ami the ail of eloquence. In 
the political or literary clubs, Just 
as at McGlil; lie was counted 
amongst the firs I rank and was the 
means of compelling others to re- 
cognize. In 111 in tho first rays of 
an eloquence which later on was, 
to shed so much lustre." 

Much of the success of Sir Wil- 
frid may be attributed to this self- 
preparation. Indeed It Is no plat- 
itude to aver that one's education 
only becomes worthy when one feels 
the necessity • of ■ self-culture as slip-/ 
■ -!plementary.--to-the)'<>ducatlve. pro- : 



From the descent of Pater Journal- 
ism to the ascent of Era Cnpld. Is ra- 
ther difficult, In the language of a 
student of. Applied Science, to repre- 
sent graphically even if ones squared 
paper be ever so tiny. Vet It is none 
Hie less true thut Saint Valentine could 
not reproduce an Incident so romantic, 
nor the gods that, preside over the effi- 
cacy of the Mistletoe, narruto about one 
or their well-known triumphs more 
Picturesquely, than 'that, which Krn 
C upld could delineate when tirât ho In- 
terfered with the heart and pulse, beat 
as well as with the slumbers of Sir 
Wilfrid, trying to rest himself at Ar- 
thabaskavlllo! In the words of Sena- 
tor David, II approximately hnppened 
as follows: 

"During his clerkship at Montreal, ho 
made the acquaintance of .-. beautiful 
and good nniurod young ghl, who re- 
fused a very advantageous marriage In 
preference lo Sir Wilfrid.

Renllv there Is no.lnck of Interest In 
this bit of biography: It Is very clear 
that Sir Wilfrid did not need the as- 
sistance— lo nee n Biblical analogy— of 
nn Elloxer to procure unto himself a 
help-matel ' ' ' 



FIRST STEPS IN POLITICS.' 

But when one contemplates tho' seri- 
ousness and the stern resolve of Sir 
Wilfrid' one should nul, therefore, lie 
surprised to hear that seven years af- 
ter he had been admitted to the prac- 
tice of law— at the age of thirty— he. 
was returned a member of the Quebec 
legislature lor the electoral district- of 
Drumtnond-At'thahnsku. 

This in Itself is slgnillcant, and I dare 
say Unit it would be only fair cur- 
sorily to state, by way ul coherence of 
this theme, other political features of 
his career. One would needs have to 
mention, for instance, 'iff, when Sir 
Wilfrid became chief of the Liberal 
Party, or -'1)1 Victory Year, "J 7 Dia- 
mond Jubilee Year, when by Lauricr's 
personality Canada became newly dis- 
covered to the European, world, or PiOl, 
the Imperial Couference-Chumberlain 
Incident, or tho Tarte and Dundotmld 
lluppenlngs—just to mention a few. that 
come to mind at the moment. All this 
historic detail would be the delight of 
a Unrnea'u or ot a Nordap, writing the 
his lory uf Canada, and Is, indeed, wor- 
thy ot further comment. Yet I trust 
to be forgiven If I hurry on a bit, and 
to. delve Into one aspect of Sir Wil- 
frid's personality upon which one nei.il 
not be a partisan of blue, red or of 
many colors, 'to appreciate tho Inher- 
ept qualities— namely, his endowments 
as an orator. 

The steady and persistent prepara- 
tion of HJr Wilfrid for that which was 
his heritage, was early noted byhls ad- 
mirers. He was stamped .as an orator 
in his epoch-maklng*address to the 
throne, |n 1871, when he spoke on the 
timely topic of "National Industry." It 
Is Interesting to have tho testimony of 
one of his contemporaries who thus de- 
scribes Sir Wilfrid at that time: 

'"Tall, slender frame, pallid face, 
brownish hair, supple, approachable, 
Steadfast and convincing look, slightly 
» dreamer, a sort of pleasantness about 
his facial expression, modest and yet 
distinguished, a certain demeanor of 
confidence or of melancholy which tend- 
ed to call forth sympathy. . . ." 

Our author further continues the de- 
scription in these words: 

"The voice Is sympathetic and sonor- 
ous, plain sentence structure, limpid. 
Vigorous; style, eloquent, charming dic- 
tion, language superb, beautiful French, 
thoughts of a lofty nature, hjs percep- 
tion, his figurative . horizons lumiuou:- 
1u, rosea(c ' magnificent rhetoric." some- 
thing that charms, captivates and car- 
ries conviction to one's very heart . 

. In a word, eloquence, the eloquence 
or an honest man and of a superior 
soul." 

A BI-LINGUAL ORATOR. 
It Is true that Senator David, whoso 
words we have Just quoted, attributes 
to Sir Wilfrid "du beau Français," but 
those who not long ago , heard his 
speech In. English at the Maître Eerr 
nand Labnrl dinner of the Ottawa Can- 
adian Club, and compared It With his 
speech In the Krench tongue— His Ite- 
cIprocity-Aftcrmath Speech— In the 
Monument National In Montreal, will 
certainly agree that he Is equally a 
master of the art dear to Demosthenes, 
Qulntlllan ,or a Cicero— both in the 
English ns well as in the French lan- 
guage. 

Who will gainsay the mastorfulneas, 
for example, of Sir Wilfrid's "Russian 
Justice Speech" in connection with, the 
Carlton embrogllo during the North- 
West Rebellion of the .Metis. One 
could let one's Imagination play but a 
Utile to conjure up the scene in the 
House of Commons after that speech 
when Mr. Gnlbraith, a member of tho 
House pointing to Sir Wilfrid, sold to 
n few of his friends, "That young man 
will, some day, be the prime minister 
of this country." It was so. I need 
hardly suggest that the might of the 
spoken word helped to contribute to 
the fulfilment of Giilbrnlth's prophecy; 
and If, as In France, they avow, "C'est 
la parole qui nous tue," then it Is with 
UHo emphasis true that many a can- 
didate saw' his political Waterloo when 
he had to face Sir Wilfrid In Quebec 
East! 

Those who are in a position to Judge 
oratory do not hesitate to claim for 
Sir Wilfrid qualities that one would as- 
sociate with a Chatham, a Kox, a Mer- 
cier, and a Chapl.-au, a Baldwin and 
a Lafontninc, and a Gladstone nnd ii 
Rosebery— might It be supplemented, 
that If he hns not got it ' to-day, be- 
cause of his three score years and ten, 
venerable Sir Wilfrid did hnve.the ora- 
torical pugnnclty and aggressiveness of 
a David. Lloyd-George. In a word, Sir 
Wilfrid would be a delightful subject 
for the writings of our good friends. 
"T. P." and Lord Curzon. 

HIS LIFE-CAREER MOTIVE. 

I could discern that tho picture of 
Sir Wilfrid that I desire to .present 
would not be complete nor harmonious 
without a word, or two about his llfe- 
qareer motive, and his characteristics 
of "menschllchkeit and slttllchkelt." 
Much that I might say might be im- 
plied from the foregoing remarks; and, 
goodness knows, that as for much more 
that I might say, my charity and sense 
of literary proportion dictate that I 
should good naturedly curtail, for the 
lords of the Dally linotype have limited 
the apace allotment. But the succinct 
appreciation of Sir Wilfrid's character 
and conduct from the pen of Senator 
David is so constructive in ILs criticism 
that I believe It should find a place, at 
this juncture, In this essay. He says: 

"The principal traits of Sir Wilfrid's 
character and the motives of his actions 
are the sentiment of duty, of honor, of 
justice, often even, of love, nnd of noble 
desire, legitimate ambition to merit 
the conlldcncc and tho respect- of his 
fellow citizens, and to leave behind him 
a vnllnnt name In the annals of his- 
tory." 

The absence of subjective testimony 
as to Sir Wilfrid's character might be 
adverted to by readers. However, I 
ask is not the Impnrtlal objective ap- 
preciation self-sufficing? I think that 
It Is. Yet I confess that Cellini, Mill, 
Hnmerton, and nay. Roosevelt, are all 
the more Interesting to us when we 
henr them say things about themselves. 
So here I place Sir Wilfrid In the wit- 
ness box. nnd eliminating the "voire 
dire" ns absolutely unessential— for 
Sir Wilfrid is a good church-goer— t 
put the question: 

Sir Wilfrid, what have you got to sny 
In defence of your character and life- 
career motive? 

Sir Wilfrid, modestly, to the Court. 

Y,our honor, Thnve scruples, but' is 
nil this necessary, must I nnsuvr? And 
when the judge answers In the affirma- 
tive, then the opportunity Is availed to 
me to effectively bring to bear Sir Wil- 
frid's own words in testimony when he 
sincerely, at the heart of the Empire—

SAYS MEMBE RS OF AMERICAN RULES COMMITTEE

Changes in Playing Code

REMOVAL AND RETURN OF 
PLAYERS. 

A demand comes from many per- 
sons that some limitation be placed 
upon the removal and return of play- 
ers. H Is contended Mat the free- 
dom at present delays the game, con- 
fuses the spectators and officials, and 
that the privilege ls being abused by 
being employed to. coach from the 
side lines. On the other hand, there 
are many who demand that the play* 
era be numbered to prevent this 
confusion, and that every coach be re- 
moved from the playing enclosure, 
that' only one representative be per- 
mitted to walk up and down the side 
line and that this representative must 
be the team's trainer or medical ad- 
viser.. 

It 1» natural that objection should 
be mnde to permitting a player to 
T'oflt y hi" own deliberate mls- 
Play. Hence there Is a demand that 
the Intentional incompleted forward 
pass should be stopped. The penalty 
for nn Incompleted forward pass Is 
merely the loss of the down. There- 
fore, If a back upon m running In 
play Is tackled five yards hehlnd his 
own line, all he has to do to regain 
the loat ground Is to throw the ball 
forward upon the ground and there- 
by craftily to convert his loat ground 
and deprive hie opponenta of the 
premium for a sharp tackle behind 



Opposition also |« apparent to per- 
mitting a player deliberately to throw 
a forward pass out of bounds and 
thus substitute the play for a punt. 
It Is obvious that this does away 
with the danger of a blocked kick, 
a poor kick and a dangerous nin- 
back of the kick, but the public 
evidently wish to see these hazards 
ln the game rather than a dellberato 
pass out of bounds. 

Players here and there are demand- 
ing a modification of the rule which 
requires a line man to have both 
feet, or both bands, or one foot and 
opposite hand, upon tho line of scrim- 
mage. It Is. contended th:it this rule 
renders a tall man , useless and that 
It unnecessarily weakens the offence 
and has rendered the guard merely 
a defensive player and of no use 
to a. team whateveir upon offence. 
An examination of the debate*, upon 
the Rule Committee at the time this 
rule was established- (1906) discloses 
that It was adopted for the specific 
purpose of .pre.v^ntlng the offensive 
guard and tackle from readily 
getting into the Interference." The 
advocates of Its repeal contend that 
this ls what, the same now needs In 
order to give a closer balance be- 
tween the offence and the defence. 

The author of the communication ln 
the Weekly signed -9i," who advocat- 
ed enlarging the field, will be glad to 
know that he Is not alone, but. unfor- 
tunately for him and his associates the 
proposition Ik impossible. When the 
Rugby Union code was adopted, In 
187«, the dimensions of the field w.-re 
140 yArds by 70 yards. Players of that 
period will recall the bitter light waged 
by Yale for several '-ears to change 
those dimensions to 40» fe.et by 'MO 
feet, which eventually terminated In a 
compromise n>ld »3n feet lone and 110 
feet wide. Upon these latter dimensions 
during the last thirty-three years fluids 
and stadium* have been erected. To 
Increase the field of play at this time 



parity further was increased by mak- 
ing the value of a. touchdown six 
points. 

AS TO REMOVAL, OF GOAL POSTS. 

In connection with 'this suggestion, 
to decrease the value of the field goal, 
comes a very wide demand for the re- 



moval of the goal posts from the field 
of play, and their setting up on tho 
rear Une of the forward pass. It Is 
argued, by those advocating this 
change, that this will Increase the diffi- 
culty of kicking a goal from the field 
by adding ten yards to the distance.

and stadiums, and In the case of city 
fields which are hounded by public 
: trcets would be absolutely Impossible. 
Even at Princeton the field could not be 
widened without cam-lng serious dam- 
isge and Inconvenience. At the time the 
forward pass zone war crested. In 1912. 
by which an additional enlargement of 
five yards in length was necessary, an 
Investigation of the fields of the coun- 
try disclosed that five yards was the 
limit. Hence the playing field has 
reached Its maximum. 

Another suggestion covering the 
management of the game ls that the 
position of Held Judge should be re- 
stored, since the duties of the present 
three officials are too numerous to he 
properly discharged. It will be recall- 
ed that experimentation with a fourth 
official ha» been going on for twenty 
years. When Cornell, Harvard and 
Pennsylvania seceded from Princeton 
and Vale In 1895 and Issued a separate 
set of rules, the Cnrnell-Harvard-Penn- 
sylVanla code introduced two umpires. 
With the reconciliation of these col- 
leges the next year the second umpire 
wns abolished. In the. reformation of 
19011 the second umpire again was es- 
tablished, hut his use left optional. In 
1908 the second umpire was abolished, 
hut ■ new fourth official created, known 
as a held Judge. In 1913 this official 
was abolished and the game returned 
to a three official basis. 

The objection to a fourth offlci.il Is 
two-fold. First (It is contended th.it 
four officials moving about the field 
cause confusion, and. second, that the 
cost thereof Is burdensome upon the 
colleges 

There is again a demand from num- 
erous sources to reduee the value of a 
field goal. The periodic attack upon 
tbls play is one of the curious feature* 
of the rules. When the code wa* es- 
tablished in 187K a goal from the field 
was equivalent to four touchdowni. In 
1882. when numerical acoring waa es- 
tablished, it waa given a value of five

THE QUESTION OF COST 

McGill students should be happy while they may. The worst 
is yet to come in the matter of cost of education, if comparative ex- 
pense list published in the Harvard Crimson of attending six repre- 
sentative American colleges may be taken as an augury of the future. 
The average for McGill is below that of Harvard, Yale or Prince- 
ton, which the Crimson takes to represent the large colleges, and be- 
neath, also, that of Lehigh, Dartm outh, or Amherst, representative 
of the smaller ones. 

Tuition at Harvard is $ I 50, at Yale $155, and at Princeton 
$160. It averages ten dollars less at the three smaller colleges. At 
McGill, in the most expensive facu Ities, they may be said to reach as 
high. But board, without rooms at McGill cannot average over 
$150 a year, for the 6J 'i months, while normal room rent may be 
placed at between $75 and $85. 

The Crimson grants that the cost of a college career rests whol- 
ly on the individual, who may spend as much or as little as he wish- 
es, but the average costs show the general tendency of the students 
of each institution in spending. 

The figures obtained also go to prove that the cost of tuition at 
a college is not of great importance, since there is only a difference 
of $20 between the tuition fee at t he cheapest of the three smaller 
colleges chosen and the fee at the dearest of the three big colleges. 
The outside expenses are what go to determine the ultimate cost of 
education at college, and it is found that the average student spends 
more money at Princeton than doe s the average Yale student, and 
that the average Harvard student spends a little less than his bro- 
thers in those universities. 

Tuition at Harvard is $ I 50; at Yale. $1 55, and Princeton. 
$160. Dartmouth and Amherst have fees of $140 each for tuition, 
while Lehigh, the third of the small college group, has $144. The 
Harvard men are shown to be epic ureans by the figures for board, 
since the average Harvard student pays $200 annually for his meals 
while the Yale man pays $190 and the Princeton man $180, At 
Dartmouth, Amherst and Lehigh, the board prices arc $185, $190 
and $180 respectively. 

Although Harvard has the Gold Coast, while Yale and 
Princeton are supposed to be citadels of democracy, the average 
price of room rent at Harvard is $140, the same as it is at Prince- 
ton, while Yale's room figure is $150. Rooms at Amherst arc only 
$55 on the average, while Dartmouth has a level of $1 20 and Lehigh 
of $130. The remaining items that a student at any of the colleges 
must spend his money for include those for heat, light, fuel, etc. 

The total result shows that Harvard is the cheapest college of 
the big group to attend, since the average expenditure is $490, while 
Yale is only $5 more per year. At Princeton the average cost per 
student is $519. Among the three small colleges investigated, Am- 
herst takes the palm for low cost, with an even figure of $400. Dart- 
mouth is second lowest, with $44 5, and Lehigh is $454. 

The average cost per man in the large colleges, the Crimson 
states, is $501 per man, and in the smaller colleges $455. The dif- 
ference in the cost at the two classes of institutions is approximately 
$68.
